Isaac Granger Jefferson 

An enslaved nailer, blacksmith and tinsmith, 
Isaac Granger (1775-1846) was the youngest 
son of George Granger Sr. and his wife, Ursula. 

Granger worked in the 
Monticello blacksmith 
shop and nail factory, 
and briefly operated 
a tin shop. He was 
known in Petersburg, 
Va., for his stories 
of life at Monticello, 
recorded by Charles 
Campbell in the 1840s. 



HAMILTON TOUR TAKEOVER 

With his own hit musical on Broadway, 
Alexander Hamilton has recently become a 
figure of much debate and reconsideration.

Sally Flemings (1773-1835) was the 
daughter of Elizabeth Flemings. 
According to her son, Madison, her 
father was Thomas Jefferson's father-in- 
law, John Wayles. Sally Flemings became 
Thomas Jefferson's property in 1774 as 
part of his inheritance from John Wayles' 
estate and came to Monticello with her 
mother by 1776. Flemings lived in Paris 
with Jefferson 
and two of his 
daughters from 
1787 to 1789, 

Most historians 
believe that 
Flemings and 
Jefferson had 
six children.

The eldest child of Thomas and Martha 
Jefferson, Martha Jefferson Randolph 
(1772-1836) was educated in Paris and 
Philadelphia. She married her third cousin, 

Thomas Mann Randolph, 
and the couple had 11 
children, all of whom 
Martha instructed 
at home. During her 
father’s presidency, 
she frequently assisted 
-him in the President's 
House, now known as 
the White House.
